FETE 

IN HONOR OF THE PEACE. 

Yefterday evening, a tnoft fplendid Entertainment was 
given to about eight hundred Ladic* and G-’ndemen, at 
the New Government Houfe, in honor of the general Peace. 

The Nawaub Dtlawur Jung, Yarn ljowlaw the Vakeel 
of His Highnefs the Subahdar of the Dekan, Khan Jehan 
Khan late Foujrdar of Hoogly, and fevcral of the prmci-* 
pal Native Inhabitants of Calcutta, and the Vakeels from 
ihe Foreign Native Courts, were prefenc on this occafion. 

At an early hour of the evening, the Ramparu of Fort 
William, the Shipping in the River, and all the principal 
\ Buildings fionting the Efplanade were biilliamly illuminated*' 
[An extenfive Illumination, inteifpeifed with a variety or 
^beautiful Tranfparencie?, was at the fame time exhibited in 
ihe environs of the New Government Houfe. 

The Company began to aflemble about .nine o'clock, 
land a litUt itefore ten. His Excellency the Governor Ge« 
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reral arrived at the New Gwernm-nt Ifoufc from the Fort* 
where he hid dint'd with Major C<ilcraft the Town Major, 
A Detachment of the Body Guaid, with fifty Men and a 
Colour ficin His M a j .-fly's 78th Regiment, and a Detach* 
men; of Na ive inf.mtrv, foimtd a Street from the North 
\V ft entrance to the North Poitico of the Government 
lionfc, and uceivea His Excellency with the ufual Military 
honors. 

After 1 elding a Durbar in the Northern Verandah for 
the V.b.'.'Ji «.nd Natives, and receiving the accuftomrd 
com; 1 m n's o. ccteincny from th^m, His Excellency, a f ten« 
cr;i by ;!: Stcwdv’a and by his Suite, entered the Ball Room; 
and tool: h.s Seat in a Chair of State at the upper end of 
the Room. Tim Chair was ph«« , «d on an oftagonal Carpet 
of rich wo k'i jit-ihip, which had been the State Caipet of 
Ti; poo Suhaun, and had farmed one of the oinaovmti of 
to.,! Lhn.ie’a r I hrone. 

Chairs v.cr; like wife prepared to the right and left of YV, f 
Excellency, for the Chief Juftice, the Judges of the Supreme 
Court, ai.d Mttnbeis of Council. The Governor of the Danifli 
Settlement of Scr fc m i oie v,..s prefent and fat near the Go- 
■\ ernor Gcnei a’. 

Soon after His Excellency had taken his Seat, the 
Dancing Commented, and continued tiil twelve o'clock. 
There were two Jets of about forty cogple each* 

At twelve o’clock, ihc fuite of Apartniviits on the marble 
floor was thrown open for Supper and the whole of this a nu. 
mrrous Company was accommodated at five ranges of 
T.iblesin the principal Apartments, and another range in the 
North E.ift Wing, The Tables were covered with a pro- 
fufion of every delicacy, and were ornamented in a ftyle of 
fuperior ufte and magnificence. 

** e Governor General's Hand played a variety of 
Martial Aiif, during the time of Supper. 

About o;.e o'clock, a fignal being made by the difeharge of 
a Rc ket, the Company difpeifed themfelves through the 
fever.il Porticos Corridores and Apartments (fronting the £f« 
planade) of this fp.tci us Manhon, and were entertained 
till half part two o'clock, with a rapid fucccifionof the moft 
btilliant Fireworks, At hail pad two, afaivo from the Fort 
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terminated the Firework, and ferved a* a fignal for returi^ng 
to the Ball Room ; when the Dancing was renewed, and 
continued until near four o'clock, at which hour His Excel* 
lcncy retired. 

The arrangement of the Bill was under the dire£tionof 
Captains Daniell, Briftow, Camac, White, and Major Brad* 
ihaw, who were appointed by His Excellency to a&as Stew¬ 
ards on this occasion. 

The Illuminations within the Fort were under the fuper- 
jruendance of Captain Blunt, and thofe in the environs of 
the Government Houfe were direfled by Major Calciaft, 

. Town Major of Fort William. The Fireworks were alfo 
under the general controul of Captain Blunt, and were 
executed by Artificer!, fent toCilcutta for the purpofe, from 
Lucknow and Mooifhedaftad. 

The following details will convey an accurate idea cf the 
moft ftriking parts of this fplendid ceremony. 

DECORATIONS OF THE SUPPER TABLE. 

The moll remarkable objects were a Galley bringing the 
intelligence of the Peace : a Frigate decorated, with Colours $ 
fome curious Egyptian Obehlks covered with hieroglyphics; 
and a Temple, emblematical of the Peace, and of the gallant 
exploits of our Naval and Military Commanders during the 
late War. The Temple confifted of eight Corinthian Pillars 

1 hippo r ting four Pediments, the whole crowned by a light 
Dome. The Pediments were ornamented with Paintings. 
Oftheaffion off Cape St. Vincents, on the 14th Febru-

ILLUMINATIONS . , 

Oppofite the Southern Front of theGovernment Houle 
was an illuminated Facade forty Jeez high, extending 
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three hundered and fifty feet on each fide of a Temple 
dedicated to Peace \ i i the lower part oi which was 
u a tranfparent Painting fifteen feet fquare. Britannia 
t( deflroying the Implements of War, And rereiving 
*■ the Olive Branch From Peace.” On one fide, the Temple 
of Janus and on the other, the Ocean, Siiips failing, &c. 
The Royal Arms were difphyed in the Pediment. 

A range of double Pilaftres, of the Do.ic order, 
led to the Temples of Fame, and Valor ; in the intervals 
of which. Portraits of the following eminent Statefmen and 
highly diftinguiihed OHiccrs were difplaved.

From the Temples of Valor and Fame, a chain of 
Illuminations, rifing in pyramidical forms, thirty-fix feet 
in height, was continued to the Durrumtollah on the left, 
and to Champaul Ghaut on the right, eroding the road to 
the Fort, from the corners of which it extended to the 
creft of the Glacis, and apparently conne&ed with the 
Illumination on the Ramparts and the Calcutta Gate. 

Oppofite to each Wing of the Government Houfe 
were three lofty and illuminated Arches, (the Arch in 
the centre rifing fixty feet) crowned with appropriate 
Ornaments. b 

Two Tarnfparencies were erected oppofite to the Eaft 
and Weft fronts of the Government Houfe. The Tranfpa- 
rcncy on the Eaft fide represented a Rattle; hAMft 
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in a wre tth of Laurel o;i the top ; on one fide, the Arms of 
Gcnc.al Lake; on the <>th^r, his creft - and under the 
whol.’, the word Lincelles, and Trophies in honor of 
the mcmorjible fuccefs of the Britifh Troops at Lincelles,, 
Under the comnund of General Lake. 

The other Tranfpatencv reprefen ted aview of Seringa - 
pat am: Portraits of Generals Harris and Baird on each fide* 
and on the top apf ro; riate Kmblems. 

Oppcfite the Northern Front of the Govenment Houfe 
“ was a Tmnfparencv 40 feet high : Britannia Supporting 

41 The World , to which jhe has rejlored Peace. ’* 

Ar«ibefi]ue feroils of L'ghc connected the whole, in one 

continued Illumination, comprehending an extent of near 
ythree miles. 

In the centie of the Efplanade, an Hindoftanee Illu¬ 
mination of varieg.itfd co'ours reprefenting a Temple 
of Fire, appeared about ten o’Ci-ick and afforded a pleafing 
contraft to the paler Lights of the furrounding lllumina- 
tion. 

Captain Grant’s new fhip the Marquis Wellefley was 
moil ingeutoufiy illuminated an i prclented an appearance 
cqml.y novel and beautiiul. The Soonamooky Yatch, 
and ihe Government State Bo its were aifo illuminated, 
and produced a moll happy efie 61 . 

The whole range of Buildings facing the Efplanade 
was lighted in different manners. 

The Treafury, inhabited by the Governor General, 
attrafted particular attention. 

The appearance c.f the Fort was beautiful and magni¬ 
ficent. The Calcutta Gateway was brilliantly i.luminat d 9 
connecting on the one fide, by Arcadesof Lights 30 feet 
in height, with the contiguous Baftions and Redans, from 
thence in chequer work with the Water Gate; and exten¬ 
ding on the other fide, by ranges of Lights interfered 
with Stars and Diamond Lights, to the Plaflly and Royal 
Gateways, Clive’s Ravelin, and Cartier’s Counterguard* 
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Head Quarters, the Royal and Water Gateways, the 
Arfenalj Royal Barrack, and Flag Staff, were alfo illumi¬ 
nated with a brilliant dif p'ay of Lights. 

FIRE W O K S. 

The Fireworks afforded an abun lant difplay of ingeni¬ 
ous variety & execution. T he moft remarkable obje&s 
were, four figures of Fire reprcfmting th * fight of the 
Elephant, admirably co.idu£Td; a Volcano of fire, which 
continued fora confi lerablc time to dife barge Rockers 
and Flames of different colours ; two beau, iful Temples 
fane very line fountains of fire and blue lights, and a 
great variety of Stars, Suns &c. Amongfl other ingenious 
devices was a Globe, which after du'charging lire for fome 
time, opened, and ciifcovcred a traijfp.ueiicy in Perfian 
characters to the following effefcl: —“ May Your Prospem 
“ rity be Perpetual. ” 

During tne exhibition of the Fireworks, flights of 
Rockets and Fire Balls were di(charged from Mortars 
on the Efplanade, and continued Salvos were fired from 
the Saluting Battery, V.infittart’s, C'ivu’s, and Ford's 
Ravelins, and from VerelIt's (JountergujrJ., The Flag 
Staff, Ramparts, and the moll confpicu »us Buildings 
in the Fort were illuminated at the fame time with 
ranges of blue Lights. 

An itnmenfe concourf? of People wisaffembled in the 
Streets tound the Govcrnm nt Houle during the Enter¬ 
tainment, but owing to the precautions taken by the 
Stewards in polling Gjards, &c. no accident of any 
kind occurred during tne courie of ihe Night.

January 12. Rajah Purtap Sing Jo, alarmed at the ap¬ 
proach of General Perron, was making every neceffary 
preparation to fecure his country, and to a£l as necafion 
might require, but he at laft thought it mott prudent to 
compromife matters by paying the tribute due from him. 
The General, it is fuppi led, having fettled his affair w«th 
the Rajfiy will fi rthwith commence his march from ChakfoOy 
in order to overtake Scndjheepi before he can reach Poona. 

Jan. 14.— Shahnuwaz Khan reprefiived to his Ma- 
jtfty, that Maharaja Send free s a Bubadoor h..d approached 
JJndoor, whence he has dif[ atched feme detachments of 
his troops to bcfiege a'l the fortreffes in the polLflion of 
the Ilolkurs , who, depending folely upon their own 
ftrengih, have dared to take the field againft their nume¬ 
rous enemies. He alfo fta es, that his highnefs the 
Pejhiva wrote a letter to SindJjee y a, fitting forth, that 
he will come to Sendjieea’s camp by fea, with a large 
body of forces to his affiflance, in ordtr to extirpate the 
Holkurs and re-eftablifh himfclf fo firmly at Poona , as to 
fruflra’e in future all the machinations of the enemies to 
h.s Government 

The lateft letters from the DukJjin which have reached 
Dihlee contain, agreeably to the reprefentations of Shahm 
ftuwaz Khan to his Majefiy, the following particulars; 
Holkur is in the moft irkfome fituation poffihle, in con- 
Tcquente of that pecuniary diflrcfs, which in India, is al* 
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mod infeperable, from the collet ion of fuch a numerous 
army as he has now in the field round his ftandafrd. 

j Futib Sing Maneea , with h'S divifiou of the troops, has 
been under the neceflity of moving, to a conliderable 
difiance, in a fouthern dirc&ion, for the fubfifience of his 
people, and he now a&udly r^fufes to obey Hi*lkur’s 
orders for the concentration of all his Forces, in the en¬ 
virons of Poona unlefs fpeedy and effe&ual incafures be 
adopted, by that Chief, to relieve the prefling wants of the 
whole army. The Pui^ban Surdars , MeeR Khan and 
Shuhamut Khan, fcem alike ii difpofed to brave the 
hardships of a Campaign any longer, under fo many 
inaufpicious circumfiances, which have probably con- 
fpired |to induce their detachment alfo to remove a ihort 
diftance from the grand encampment in and round Pcona . • 

The Ptjhvua is in a fituation of perfeft fafety, under the 
prote&ion of his allies, and feems in high fpirits with the 
hope of an immediate refloration, by amicable ad jufi- 
ment, to his former authority and Government, between 
all the parties concerned. 

January 20th,— His Majeftv had been pleafed to mention 
to his attendants, that A Iter Khan Putjjan with a divifion 
of troops was difpatehed by Jrj-wunt Ra to bring his high- 
nefs the Pe/btua to Poona • His parry happened to be met 
with by fome forces of Maharaja StndJ>ee x a Buhadoor on the 
road, when an adtion immediately commenced, but Meet* 
Khan not being able to cope with Send K hce x a's troops on this 
occafion, he was obliged to ilce towards Poona with only 50 
or 60 troopers. 

Mobunlal obferved, that Jufyount Ra y o Hotkur having been 
feverely wounded in one of his arms in the battle, had 
(ince refulved not to venture his peifon again in the a&ion, 
but to exert himfelf as an able ilaiesman, in providing 
againft the alarming confequences of having made fo many 
powers inimical to him, who can bring very large armies into 
the field and may probably ruin him for ever. 

.January 2 2sf ,—Muharaja Scnhecp Buhadoor if arrived at 
the fort of UndQsr, Raja Umkajct pitched hit tent on the 
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banks ofa7,Wat the diftance of 18 or 20 miles front 
Undoor, and the forces of Gfionjla are encamped in a wood 
near the fame place. 

January vjth^Mohunlal reprefented to his Majefty, that 
Khtzur Khan and Mul x boo Kban % the Jumadars of fome Robila 
tribes belonging to Holkurs army, having been very much 
diftreffed from a want of neceffary provifions and a general 
fcarcity of grain, had applied to Muharaja ^end i hei i a By .- 
hadoor for admiffion into his fervice, but the Muharaja thought 
it advifeable not to place any confidence in thefe overtures 
and confequently rcfufed compliance with their reqtiefts. 
The above intelligencefo far confirms the diffaffeftion, which, 
we formerly Hated to have cxilled among certain divifions 
of tloikt.i 's large army, and which mull doubtlcfs embarrafs 
that Chieftian much. 

January ityh,— Sy { yid Ruzee Khan Hates, that Sirjee Retf 
G batka , who was trutted by Scnd x bcey with the manage¬ 
ment of all his pubhck and private affairs, now refules to 
obey” his mafters orders. He has even had the temerity to 
eiett the ftandatd of rebellion in Oojyn, but Send x bee { a having 
been duly informed of this circunillance, has difpa'ched a 
fuilicient foice from Undoor to challife the Infurgentr, and to 
fecure the City, with as much caie and celerity as poflible, 
from the fatal effects of their holtiliiy. 

January 30 tb % —It would appear, that the forces offeveral 
Chiefs of the Duk x hun arc now in the field againft the Holkurs % 
but the commencement of hoftilities is poHponed by the 
interference of fome refpeltable ftatesmen, who are actually 
negotiating a peace between the Holkurs and Send fat x a, with 
the mod languine expiations of fuccefs. The various fur- 
xnifes, with which the Di/bee papers are filled, on this extra¬ 
ordinary event in the political world, are too vague and un- 
fatislaaory to fubmit, at this eaily period, to our readers.

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Janus will Coon be (huf, both ia Europe arid Alia, forfomo 
yeais at lead to come, and that the principal dates in both 
quarters of the Globe in ill now dircft all their attention to 
cultivate the milder arts of Commerce and Peace.

environs of Shahjuhanabad. lie was greatly alarmed at 
the approach of the ab >ve force and humbly addreffed 
his Majefty to pardon his offence, which was graeioufly 
granted by the King.

FREDERIC NORTH, 

Oft '.he Entrance of th: Biiiilh 1 'icops into the Territories of th« King 

ot Candy. 

The preservation of Amity and Concord with the Cou’t of Candy 
has been the unvaried objcdl of our moft earned endeavours from die 
time when by command of Our mod Gracious Mailer die King of 
G eat Britain and Ireland, We aftumrd the Government of His Poli'ciiuns 
on Ceylon. 

Frequent attempts, however, hav,» been made by the emilTaries of 
that Power to create diiturbaucei in thefc Settlements and to weaken 
the attachment which the Inhabitants b at and owe to our Government, 
but as we have been always fully fenfible of (he futility of all fuch 
attempts, we trlifted that their repeated failure would induce the 
Court ot Candy, without any interference on oir parr, to relinquish * 
t(>iuiu£l fo dire&ly contiary to good laith and good neighbourhood. 
Was ih-je .ore luolt no notice ot the many realms which we had CO 
complain and uniformly perfifted in our kind and friendly behaviour, 
tak*ng every opportunity-of propoiing fuch terms of amity and alla- 
augc„ aj Blight ietur$ to-bulk muons, (lie advantages wbioh tbRjr 
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can refpeftively derive from tTie peculiar fituation of'the countries wh r ch 
they inhabit. Evrry proposition of a limilar natuie has either ben* 
rtje&cd with tlifdain by the Court of Candy, or anfwered by counter- 
propotala fo abfurii in their pretenlions, ay clearly proved the intention 
of that Couit to avoid any liable or reasonable arrangement : Hill, 
however, we continued in the fame fyftetn of kind it eft aud indulgence 
towards that Power aud its Subj £ta, when In the months of March 
aftd April lad an open a£i of violence committed againd inhabitants of 
thefe. Settlements obliged ut to complain anJ demand fatisfadion. 

Certain Merchants of Puielam who had, under the faith of treaties, 
purcbafed at a fair Maikct in tlte Candian Territories Areka-Nut, to 
the Quantity of two Hundred and Ninety Two Ammonaun, were 
defp oded of it forcibly by a perfon in Authority under the Candiau* 
Government, at Cakanacuoly- 

AUUoug'i fo flagrant an outrage entitled us to make repriftls, on the 
property of the fuoje&vof the Ring of Candy within our Government, 
we a! ftained from any fuch meafure, and we even delayed making any 
remnnitrance, till after a Serious and minute invedigation of the cafe. 
We were allured that the fa£l alledged was true, ami that the Putelam 
Merchants had not brought icon by any improper behaviour or difref- 
peftto the Laws of Candy or the Perfons in authority there,—We then 
(without ordering reprifals to be made) forwarded a remondrance to 
the Caudian Government, dating the cafe as it happened. 

To this remondrance an anfwer was returned early in the month 
of Oftober, acknowledging the truth of our datement and the juftice 
of our Complaint, and promiling immediate reparation, by the refli-- 
tution of the Areka-Nut which had been Seized, to the ferlons to 
whom it had belonged. 

Although we had a clear and pofltive right to infid on the delivery 
of I he laid Areka-Nut to the injuied parties, at Putelam, at the ex¬ 
pence of the Kmg' of Candy, we for the fake of Peace, waved that 
right, and the Putelam Merchants leturued in confequence thereof 
to Cakanacooly; 

At that Pace they remained five and thirty days without Satisfaftion $ 
end were at lad fent away with a declaration that, “ if the feafon 
ihould prove favourable, and they would return in January, they 
would receive a quantity of Areka-Nut equal to that of which they 
Lad been defpoiled.” 

We received at the fame time a Letter from the Court, in date of 
the 14th November informing us that the Areka-Nut in queftion had 
been fold, but that an equal quantity would be given to the Suffer* 
ere in the courfe of one or two months.. 

In this Propofal however relu&ently, we acquiefced ; and for the 
anpre regular performance of the Articles agreed on, we font a Native 
Head Men of Rank as our Commiflioner to Cakanacooly on the 14th 
January* being the expiration of the ftipnlated time, to receive the 
Artka-Nnt from the Agents of the Court of Candy. 

It was not, however, delivered to him* and the Firft Adigater in 

quiatity wou&n*beJ«dy for twneatfai. 
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To tlii« we atifwercd that the time for : it* delivery had been filed tty 
theinfslveg, and that we thciefore infilled that the value of it fhotfld’ 
be immediately paid in Money, at the moderate Rate of Tea 'Ri* 
dollais p-r Ammonam, • <. 

-This conciliatory proportion has on the *4*h of January btfen tt» 
fufed by the Firft Adigaa/e of Candy and another attempt made to 
delay the nec diary reparation of the outrage committed on Our people, 
until the time for a&ive operation in the Field (hall be paft. In the-, 
mean while preparations and aftembliet of a menacing appearance 
have been formed in various Places on th« Candian Frontier, in A€t 
of apparent hoitilicy which the minifter of Clndia has not fcrupled'. 
to avow rn pretence* wholly unfounded.* • 

Under the cifcu-nftances of aggravated injury arid infult, We haves 
determ ned to fend Troops into the Candian Territories to enforch 
our juIf claim to full indemnification for the ekpence to which Ode 
Government has been put by the iniquity of the Court of Candy, and 1 
to exact fulficient fecurity againft the repetition bf fiinilar outrage. 

In this view we have fubmitted >0 His Candian M.jelly, article* 
of accommodation* fo moderate in their objeA and ft beneficial hr 
their principle, that We truftthat H; will immediately agree to rhe'nh, 
as well for the fecuiity of His own Perfon and- Dignity a* fot tHe» 
tranquillity and happinefs of his SubjeAs. 

In the mean Time we have given ftriA orders that the nttfft exa’ft 
difcipline beobferved by the Briiifh Troops inthe Candian Territories * 
that the Temples, Piiefta, and Religion of the Inhabitants be refpeAed 
and that the perfons and property of all tndividiialV not employed In 
arms againfi the Britiflv Troops be proteAed, that all* fupplies whldta 
may be furnifiied be regularly paid for, and that no diforder be allowed* 
And We exhott all thdfe who inhabit the Countries through Which 'the 
Armies may pafsto afford them every affifiatice, to remain pfrace'able in 
their own habitations, to continue their ordinary, occupations without 
fear or apprehenfion, and to fubmit themfelves quietly to the authority - 
of our Commanders who have our exprefs direction* to proteA then* 
from injury and opprHfion. .

On Monday lad, Sir Benjamin Sulivan attended by the Mayor and 
moft of the Aldermen, came to the Court Houfe, when the oaths of 
office were adininidered to him as Recorder under the Aft of Parliament 
—A Royal Salute was fired on the occafi >n—Sir Benjamin afterwards 
adjourned the fittings to Monday the aid inllant. 

James Law, £fq was fworn at Alderman on this occafion, and took 
his frat on the Bench. 

On Thurfday lall, a moft dreadful and alarming fire broke out in ottf 
crowded and populous Bazar, the ravages of which, though it is not 
yet quite extmg.iifhed, it is impoilibleto relate—the extent of th* 
devaltation may he fomewhat conjsfturcd by thofs who arc acquainted 
with Bombay, when we fay that about three fourths of the Bazar am 
deftnyed, including perhaps iooO houfes, and wh^n the nature of thefe 
dwellings is confi lered, having many famil rs under one roof, the number 
of the unfortunate fufferers mud bj proportionally greater.—We are act 
lofsto flute with certain y where the fire originated—it is fa id to have 
been in a flab' 1 * on the morning of Thurfday, where fume valuable horfes 
became it's full viftnns—unfortunately the wind comiuued rather high 
the whole day which encrcafd the flira'i in the progrefa of it's di- 
re ft ion with aftonifhing rapidity, and fo great and violent wa< the con¬ 
flagration at funf-t that the deftruftion of every h»ufe in the Fort was 
to be apprehended—All the Records and Papers in the Secretary** 
office were earlv removed, and the houfes of bufinefs followed th* 
example—indeed every inhabitant, however remote, took the precaution 
to remove his furniture and efFefts. 

Beyond the Bazar the flimes extend'd to the King's Barracks, which 
are moitly deftroyed. The Cuftom-hou r e alfo is in ruins, proceeding 
from thence to the range of houfes called the Tank Barracks where 
it was ftoptby the prulcnt precaution of uflng Artillery to beat dowqt 
the contiguous buildings.—During the whole continuance of this awful 
deftruction every effort was ufed to oppofe it's progrefs, but the fury 
of the flames aided by the wind, rendered all attempts vain* 

The ufmoft exertion to flop the progrefs of the flames proving of n» 
avail, no hing remained but to allow it to take its courfe j every mind 
viewing in awful fufpenfe the profp^ft which threatened to involve 
the Garrifon and every Saul within it ill one common ruin, from the 
courfe in which the wind drove the conflagration being in an immediate 
line with the arfenal; for however recure the Magazines might be from 
Ihcir C9ofcu&i9P| tad ia fpitc of (be reliance all placed in the p*#3 ‘ 
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cautions which the eftablifhed atttviry of the Commiflariate Depart* 
xnent, we were aflured wouldaloptto provide agarnft the impending 
deftruftion, me could not diveft onefelf fiom that feriiut contempla¬ 
tion which the dreadful crifis irrefiftibly produced ; for every hope 
to arreft the progrefs of the all deftro\ing flames by any human means 
had been denied us, and our reliance depended upon the intervention 
•f Providence alone; at about midnight this general gloom wa* diffi- 
pfcted—the wind abated, the confltgranon viftbly decreafed in the quar¬ 
ter whence alone the danger threatened, and receding from the arfeual, 
every mind became calmed. 

/The Honorable the Governor with that benevolence and humanity 
which diftinguifh his charaAer, attended throughout the whole of the 
melancholy feene, with the Gentlemen of his luite, giving every di- 
reftion and alfiflsnce which could be fuggefted, and animating the exer¬ 
tions of others by his prefence and example, un il the hour of three the 
following morning, when the mercilef!.' progrefs of the conflagration 
fuhftded, and all appeal ance of further deftru&ion ceafed. 

Vice Admiral Rainier whofe humane zeal led him immediately to tha 
fpot, with all the Captains and Oilicers of his Squadron, from whofe 
adlivejnterference in aflifting and dire&ingthe bold and fpirited efforts 
of their Crews, much of the wide fpreading calamity was prevented; 
General Nicoll alfo attended and anxioufly dnccled the exertions of 
the Military to the fame end ; while every Officer and Gentleman of 
the Settlement contributed their generous aid on this diftrefling occafion ; 
and we are truly concerned to add that Captain Mackintofh of the country 
fervice in conducting one of the Engines to a particular fpet with Cap¬ 
tains Elliot and L<me, was overwhelmed by a ialiing wall, which 
broke his Leg and Arm, but we are tiuly rejoiced to hear there ia the 
greaielt hope of his recovery. Some of the feamen we are alfo infor¬ 
med have been buried in th~ mins but the particulars are not yet fully 
■fcertair.ed.—Such was the a£tive ardour difplayed oil the firft alarm by 
the Fire Bell and the bent of the Drum, that every one flew to lend his 
•ffiftance in extinguifhing the flames, but the dryuefs of the feafon, the 
aiarrownefs of the Streets, and above ell the very Combullible materials 
of which the Houfes in that quarter of the Town ate conftru&ed, aided 
by a ftrong wind from the N. W. rendered all endeavors vain to flop 
the progrefs of the flames, though they fucceeded in moderating their 
fury.*-—We cannot pretend to defcribe'thc horror, difmay, and conftcr- 
siation which perpaded the unhappy fufFerers—Thoufands of poor na- 
t ves, endeavouring to fave their little property were ieen thronging in 
all direftions bewailing their unhappy fate, and thrown at once deftitute 
of home and fhelter, were obliged to feck the repofc of exhaufted nature, 
inthe ftree't or fields. 

The damages fufhined by individuals, f;me of whon* were opulent 
native Merchants, cannot well be eftimuted, But we trull that this 
fevere misfortune may indues greater precaution in the prevention of 
fisniJatr fifties, and what is more material, that it may tend to reconcile 
tl^e Natives to fuch arrangements refpefling this extenfive bazar as lhali 
tWtedre effectually guaid againft the iccurjeacc of fg dreadful a cala* 
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We are favorel wiih the following account of a mofl alarming acci¬ 
dent to a Boy on board the Can-res on her paif 52 to China, which 
refembles the well known Scene of a beautifu painting, and the 
prints from it, of the recovery of a Boy from the devouring jaws o£ 
the Shirk. 

“ During our detention ?t An;ar Point on the Coaft of Java on the 5'h 
day of May lad —>olvi Walker, B latf-vain's Bov of the Ganges, aged 
ig, fwimminj a Ion glide of thi Ship when at anchor, and at a few yards 
dillmcc from our boat with three framcn in ir, was dilcovered by a 
Shark who imuvdi. teiy approached h in, and ind*pcinlent of the exer¬ 
tions of the boats crew t* intimidate the hungry mender, he laid hold 
of the unfortunate Boy by including in his mouth, the whole of the 
right leg and more than half the thigh, pulling him beneath the water 
clofe aloiifjiidc the Ship, when upw.ids of one hundied men were 
lpeftators of the feene, and kept him Inhw f,»r near two minute';, in 
which time he had tore olF the leg and tliigli to th* rxteut above men¬ 
tioned—The boy mice moie made his appearance on the furface of the 
water, and the Shirk upun his back with his jaws once nioie extended 
to make a fiuiflx of-ns prey;—when a lad from the boat ftruck him 
■with the boat hook ami by the luiie inftrunvnt lad hold of the boy 
and brought him 011 board.—The tv-y lrad loft a vail: deal of blood, the 
flump was dreaafuly laceraed, and the bjue fplineiM near o ie and 
half inch, which required an amputation of the thigh clofe to the hi 
joint—under all rhefc pntowa;d <:ircumllam:c 3 the boy has recover'd 
quite within three Months from the date of operation;-—the fleet as it 
was an extraordinary cafe have fublcribed upwards of 2S0K for him,/'

DIHLEE. 

J March 3 d . General Perron will a&ually commence hi* 
march towards the S\k x hs country, in order to mediate peace 
between fome chiefs of that nation, who are obflinaiely bent 
upon ruining themfejvea by mutual diftrud and civil conteds. 
By the communication of Scnd { hee K a*s Wukeel, it appears, 
that Muhmood Shah is determined to take pod' ffion of Lahucr 
by removing the Sikfis from that place, and thus to rduce 
them at leaft to perfedl obedience. As they are the inve¬ 
terate enemies of the royal dignity, His Majefty may yet 
find that they cannot be fo eafily fubdued as he now con. 
ceives. Were they not divided by their own intedine 
broils, the Sii^ht are a brave warlike ration, who might 
keep the field lor years againfl Muhmood Shah and all hi* 
army. 

March 4th. N Laft night about 10 o’clock, a very violent 
temped arofc in the environs of Shahjuhanabad, where in* 
numerable huts tf the poor inhabitants were, in a moment* 
levelled with the ground.

2 $d of February, 1803, 

“ Since I wrote you laft we have had many difficulties to 
fnrmount, our roads have been troub'efome, nothing lefs in 
fact than con flan tly afeending and defeending immenfe 
mountains, with Tome bufh-fighting, but of no great confe- 
quence. The country in which we now aie has, however, 
amply repaid us for all our troubles—*it is molt undoubtedly 
one of the fined Countries in the World, and well deferves 
the name of Paradife . 

<* Mountains cultivated to their fummits and interfperfed 
with Rivulets. Villages and Cattle—with well trodden foot 
pa'hs, eroding them in all dire&ions—fruitful Valiies with 
Groves of Areca, Jack, Cocoanut, Lime?, Orange, Plan¬ 
tain and Pumplcnofe Trees, with fine Villages and fields of 
Paddy, Raggee, Natchcnee and other Grains—the Paddy 
fields, well watered by the flreauis ruihing down from the 
Mountains, altogether forming fuch finking feenery, as is 
but feldom feen. 

u We marched into Candia on the Evening of the zoth, 
and found it wholly deferted, the King having removed all tho 
Treafure from the Palace, and the Inhabitants from their 
Houfes—The Palace when we entered it was partially on 
Fire, it is an immenfe Pile of Building and perhaps only in* 
ferior to that of Seringapatam. The Town is about two 
Miles long, and confifts of one principal Street terminated 
by the Palace at the upper end, there are alfo many lefTer 
Streets branching off on both fides, but of no great length* 
The Houfes are chiefly of mud, and raifed above the level of 
the Street about five feet, you afeend to them therefore b£ 
fteps* ... 
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** A few ofth^Houfes at the upper end of the Street, be., 
longing to the principal Inhabitants, are tiled and white 
wafhed. The Palace it built of a kind of Chunam, or ce« 
ment, perfectly white, with Stone Gateway?. It is a Square 
of immenfe extent, one face of which it new and not yet 1 
finiihed. In the Center is a fmall fquare inclofure, which it 
a Cemetery* and contains the tombs of the Kings of Candia 
—The Palace contains a great number of Rooms, the Walla 
of which are painted in the mod grotefqua manner you can. 
imagine, and covered with a multiplicity of inscriptions. 
Many of the Walls are covered with immenfe Pier Glades of 
about feven feet by four. In one Room is a gigantic brafs image 
of Budha, in a fitting pofture w th two fmalLer ones at his feet. 

The river of Candia is a very noble one, and fwarming 
with Fife, as the King would never allow them to be mo- 
Jeftel. We faw five beautiful milk white Deer in the Palace, 
which was noticed a 3 a very extraordinary thing. 

“ We are now encamped about two miles from the Capi. 
tal on the other fide of the river, and Colonel fiarbut has been 
detached with the Malay Regimens for the purpofe of efcort- 
jng, it is faid, a fucceffr ro the Throne. As the K'ng had 
removed all his Treafure befoie our arrival, we have not got 
any prize money. A few Officers have found fome painted. 
Bows and Arrows.”

Kinloch, Enfigns Mauled anti Beihuneaid Dr. Baine. with 480 men 
of his Majefty's 78th regiment. 

The return of the Hon irable Company’s Cruizer Ternate under the 
command of Lieutenant D^bie of His Majefty's Nary, on Sanday Jaft, 
affords us an opportunity of dating fuch particulars as have come to- 
our kuow.edgeof the very gallant and fpirited exertions of the Com¬ 
manders, Officers, and Crews of the feveral Veflels who lately left 
this harbour on a cruize to th- Northward—The principal object oT the 
Expedition has been moft fully and completely effe£ted in the deduc¬ 
tion of every Veffel and Boat to bs found in the Harbours and Rsceffe* 
ofthefe Piratical plunderers who have fo long annoyed and interrupted 
the Merchandize of this Coaft—The fubfequent attack, on the Fort of 
Bate, whilft it difplayed the m?ftherock and determined courage of 
the fmall party by whom it was undertaken, was at (aft, obliged to 
be abandoned from the advantageous position of a numerous enemy, 
who could not however prevent our Troops from a regular and orderly- 
retreat, and even keeping them in check while they withdrew. 

The firft fervice performed by the Ships was on the aSth February 
under the walls of the Caft'e ot Bate lfhni, where they effe&cd an¬ 
chorage thro* the narrow channel between the point of Somia Hland, 
and Sandy point off Artura Illand —In this paflage the enemy fired at 
the Ships from a gun on a little fandy hillock to the Northward of - 
Bate Town, and afterwards fiom another gun on the oppofite Ihore.— 
The gun on the Artur* Ihore was fiienced after a few fliot from the 
Ships, while the other continued and lodged one (hot under the imin 
chains, and another cut the main topfail flieet of the Ternate.— A third 
gun afterwards opened from a rocky hill above the Fort clofe to the 
water fide—here however the Ships anchored, and having opened a 
heavy fire on the Hill, the enemy weie foon obliged to defert the 
poft.—The Teignmonth aud Pitta mar anchored abreaft the Fort and. 
opened a fire on it.—Boats manned and armed were them difpatched to 
burn lome Boats hauled up under the rocky Hill, while the Ships kept 
firing in fuch direftions on the Fort and Hill as were calculated to cover 
the Boats, which loon returned after fully performing the fe,rvicc with¬ 
out lofs.—The Boats were again difpatched to deftroy feveral mom 
Vcffels hauled up under the walls of the Fort, while the fire from the 
Ships was dire&ed at the Fort to cover the operations of the Boats— 
At this time the enemy opened and kept up a very h;avy difeharge of 
mufquctry ori the party belonging to the Boats, who notwithftanding 
proceeded in their objeft of burning the VelTels confiding of one Brig 
and 98 or <3 fmall Craft of various deferiptions j—In this fervice one 
man belonging to the Fox was killed, and four wounded.—Mr. Peter 
Ramier, and a&ing Lieutenant Maughan were of the .number of th# 
latter.'

the iff March another difpatch of Boats was ordered to deftroy* 
feven VelTels ftill remaining under the walla of the Fort.

wouuded. 


After ensiling for fome time off the Iflands, it was refolved to make 
an attack on the Fort of Bate, and for that purpofe the Ships having 
come to an anchor under the walls, a Baft was conftruftea to convey the 
Artillery deftined for the fervice on (hore, which was eftetted. The 
Party which landed with the Field pieces conlilled in the whole of 237 
Officers, Seamen, and Sepoys included, drawn from the Ships Fox, 
Teignmouth, and Ternate, and the armed Pattamar, the whole under 
the command of Capt. Valhon of the Fox, and the following officers,— 
Lieuts. Dobie, Hen der foil, Davis, Flint and Collier—Meffrs. Rainier, 
Cameron and Grift, Midfhipmcn of the Navy, and Lieutenant Hepburn, 
of the Bombay Marine* 

The Party marched up the Brow of the Hill with their two Field 
pieces towards the Fort under an in cedant fire of mufquetry from the 
enemy, which was oppofed from the Ships keeping a conftant and well 
directed fire on the Forr, but in addition to the defence from the 
walls, fuch mult have been the numbers of the enemy that they made a 
Sally upon the Party, wh.> were obliged to retire, eft’e£ting their retreat 
s'n good order, and afterwards directing their Field pieces upon the 
Sallying Party, which compelled them to give way in their turn. 

It is withlincere regret we dofc this account by mentioning the Officers 
and men who were killed and wounded in the fervice— among the 
latter is Captain Valhon of the Fox in the right bread, and Lieutenant 
Dobie near the lame place—-Lieut. Davis of the Fox was wounded by 
a ball which entered his left cheek palling through by the neck. Twelve 
Seamen and one Sepoy were killed, and thirty.feven feamen wounded, 
&ut of the latter we are happy to learn many are in a fair way of re* 
covery. 

Among the Party who Tallied from the Fort one European was dif- 
eernible j who appeared to have been wounded in the a&ion, and it was 
afterwards known that four or five Frenehmen were within the Fort, 
end dire&ed their operations.

Y ESTERDAY being the Anniverfiry of the rcriu&ioti 
of the Fortrefs of Seringapatam, a public Hreakfail was 
given at the New Government Houfe. 

The Company affembled on the upper-floor, and at half 
part eight o'clock were conducted to the Break fa ft Tables, 
prepared in the Centre and South-rooms of the Marble floor, 
the columns of which were beautifully ornamented with a 
variety of Flowers coirefponding with the ornaments of tbs 
Tables, which were alfo decorated with various Emblems in 
the forms of Columns, Temples, and Trophies, commetnora* 
ting the principal Political and Military Events which con* 
tributed to the fall of the Iloftile Power of Myfore* and to 
the final Reftoration of Peace in India* 

Four beautiful Standards, of Colours, taken in the Forrefc 
of Seringapatam, were difplayed during the Entertainment. 
Two of the Standards were particularly remarkable, one of

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On Wednefdaf laft, the i8th infant, the anniverfary of 
HU Excellency the Mod Noble the Governor General's arri¬ 
val hi 1 Calcutta, the leading Members of die community had 
ihe honor of entertaining His Lordfhip at the College, with a 
Concert, Ball and Supper; the whole of which was con* 
dulled in a flyle of prccifion, elegar.ce, and grandeur, cor* 
refpondiug with the Augail Event that caufed the meeting. 

The College hall exhibited an appearance of brilliancy, of 
which it will be difficult to convey a correct idea. The 
fafcinating fcene fhould have been contemplated, to be juftly 
appreciated. 

The fouthernmoft part of the room, which from its con* 
fituftion was peculiarly adapted for the nccalion, was ap- 
propriated to His Excellency, and the Gentlemen of his 
fuite.—The decorations here were truly fuperb.—His Lord- 
fhip's chair, painted white and elegantly gilt, was placed 
on an oval platform, coveted with an ornamented cloth, 
which raifed the feat 9 inches from the floor. From the 
ceiling a rich canopy, made of Iky blue fatin ornamented 
with filver taflefs, was fufpendcd, to the infide of which, a 
very elegant punkah, to correfpond, was attached. In the 
Room were judicioufly difp'ayed twenty-one large and fraall 
chandeliers find luftres. the various lights of which were re- 
Helled upon the extendve aflcmblage of beauty and fafhion, 
from twenty-eight large and richly ornamented mirrors. 

At the north end of the room the orcheflra was erefted, 
over the centre of which was a tranfparency of His Excel* 
Jency's Arms, in which was introduced the word K boda-'\ai 
in the Perfian charader. The whole furmounted by the 
words Scrmiapatam 4th May 1799, in laige capitals. On 
the right of the orcheltra, in the attre windows, were placed 
tranfparencies, (hewing the names Clive and Duncan the 
correfponding windows in the fouthern part of the room ex* 
hibited the name Floyd and Stuart .

Sir, 

1 am indebted, under Providence, to the gallantry of Serjeant Fairly 
and 5 Privates of His M*j city's 65th Regiment, for the fuccefa of an 
Attack m which the odds were, out of all proportion, againft us. 

The Munfoon having fet in on my way in'o Quarters, in conlequence 
ofH’-s Excellency’s Or Jet a, 1 was informed of a ve y ftrong Battei y (caU 
led Rathmalgalle at the Village of Walgain Pot e, in the three Loris, 
on the B rjer of the Hina Curl—As it-was within a reafonable di(lance, 
I thought it my duty to look at it. 

We ‘reached it, by a very fine moonlight, at nine laft night. The 
Enemy immediately difttug’iilhed our white Jackets and Scarcely 
challenged, before they begun a very Iharp fir ng of mufquetry 411a 
Grasshoppers ; notwithftanding which we were, thank God, without 
the lofs of a man, in the Battery in ten minutes. They continued firing 
till we began climbing up the work j they then efcaped in&anily into 

the wood, ,. ^ 

Had not the Battery been of a great perpendicular height, I think 
* VC muft have made tome prifoners. 

This work ii on the fide of a woody mountain—about forty yards In 
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length, and commands a B&vine (ihs only approach to it) of exa&ly this 
Ktrioih—It had twelve emoiafures. 

’ i dellroyel a good deal of the wotk, and have engaged the inhabitants 
to ro the .ell to day. 

The country thiough which we marched fifteen miles to it, is fo very 
difficult, that ihe Hiadmeu of Au^g'ill* tried to diffuade me from the 
attempt.

The Settlement was thrown into the greateft confternatibn 
■ on Saturday laff, by the raging of an alarming and formida¬ 
ble* Fire at the Godowhs and Bankfalls to the northward of 
the GoVermnent Cuftoin Houfe, 

About the hour of one in the morning, a Bankfall was ob- 
ferved by the Guards to have taken fire, which, from the 
combuftible nature of the building and thedrynefs of the fea- 
Ton, fpeedily communicated to the adjacent Godowns, and 
before any afliftance could be procured it had taken a wide 
v nnd extenfive range. « 

Immediately on the alarm being given, every precaution to 
prevent the progiefs of this dreadful calamity was reforted 
to. the whole of the men employed in the Beach Department, 
the available Garrifon of the Fort, together ivith detachments 
from hit Majefty's Ships in the Roads were fpeedily in mo* 
lion. 

The Right Honorable the Governor, with his perfonal 
Staff* arrived at the Beach about fix, in order to direct and 
jive energy to the general exertion. 

At this time the Fire was at its g re ate ft height, having com- 
.fitunicat^d to about feventy Buildings, which with their con¬ 
sents was otoe continued blaze. Ranges of Godowns weie* 
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however fpeedily removed, with every d!her Bu J Iding whicl* 
from its fituaiion, coaid endanger the public fafety. 

By thefe and other judicious arrangements, a Hop was put 
to its further extenfion, and as a great fupply of water wai 
now obtained, the efforts of the multitude were directed to 
overcome the power of the flames. 

The wind duiing the night had been very moderate front 
the Southward, which fortunately pieferved the immenfe and 
beautiful range of Buildings lately crefted by Mr. Cochrane. 

About noon a coniiderabl-* diminution from the violence of 
the confl igration had taken place, and towards the evening 
lhe mind of ihe public was toufiderahly relieved. 

Every precaution was taken by Government for the pro* 
teftion of individual property and to guard againll any tur- 
iher fpreading of the flames—one hundred men of Ins Ma- 
jefty’s 34th Re’imam, with four hundred Sepoys and their 
piopuruoa of European Offi;efs, were ordered on duty during 
the night. 

Itis impofliblc to eflimate the Icfs fubftained by this dread¬ 
ful calamity —as much of the Rice aud other Articles may yet 
be hived, a 1 , foon as it is poilible to remove the ruins which now 
furrouud them, and which in many paits yet continueon fire.

0SNTLIMBN OP THt CoLLBOB OF FoRT WlLLTAM. 

From the foundation of this College to the prefent time^ 
da date of political afairs has not permitted me to difehargt 
‘ igrAteful dfcty of prefidipg at yw Public Excrci&s, Mjt 
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fttention however has not been withdrawn from the progrefs, 
Interefts and conduit of this Inftitution: The principles on 
which this Inftitution is founded, the fpirit which it is aefign. 
fd to diffufe, and the purpofes which it is calculated to ac- 
COmpUfij, mail enhance the importance of its fuccfefs, m pro. 
pprtion to the exigence of every public crifis and to the pro. 
greffive magnitude, power and glory of this Empire. 

In the difficulties and dangers of fucceffive wars, in the 
moft critical jun&ureof arduous negotiations, in thefetrlement 
of conquered and ceded Provinces, in the time of returning 
Peace, attended by the ex ten lion of our Trade, by the 
augmentation of our Revenue, and by the reftoration of Pub* 
lie Credit, I have contemplated flits'Inftitution with^confci- 
ous farisfaftion and with confident hope. Obfefving your 
aufpicicrus progrefs under thefalutary operation of the Statutes 
and Rules of the College, I have anticipated the {lability of 
all our acquifitions, and fecurity and improvement of every 
advantage, which we pofiefs. * 

From this fource, the fervice may now derive an abundant 
and regular fupply of public Officers, duly qualified to be¬ 
come the fuccefbful inft rumen ts of adminiftcring thfe Govern, 
snent in all its extenfive and complicated branches; of Pro¬ 
moting its energy in war; of cultivating and enlarging its 
refources in Peace j of maintaining in honor and refpeft its 
external relations with the Native Powers; and ofeftablifh- 
ing {under a juft and benignant fyftem of internal adminiftra* 
tion) the profperity of our Finances and Commerce, on the 
folid foundations of the affluence, happinefs, and confidence 
of » con tented and grateful people. 

Thefe were the original pnrpofes of this foundation, which 
was deftined to aid and animate the efforts of diligence and 
natural genius, contending with the defe&s of exifting efta. 
blifhments; to remove every obftacle to the progrefr of the 
public fervants it) attaining the qualifications requifite for 
their refpe&iv ftations; to er^arge and to facilitate the means 
of acquiring ufeful knowledge; and to fecure by fyftematic 
education, fixed regulation, and efficient difcipline, that 
Attention to a due courfe of ftudy/which had hitherto depend* 
td on individual difpofiticn, or accidental advantage. 

\ The neceffity of providing fuch a fyftem of education wSls 
HOt diminiffied by the numerous inftances exifting in the 
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Company's Service of eminent Oriental learning, and of* 
high qualification for public duty, A wife and provident 
Government will not reft the public fecurity for the due^ ad* 
mini ft ration of affairs, on the merits of any number or de¬ 
scription of its Public Officers at any period of time. It it 
the duty of Government to endeavour to perpetuate the profl 
perity of the ftate by an uniform fyftem of public Inftitution; 
and by,permanent and established Law, to tranfmit to future.- 
times, whatever benefits can be derived from prefent exam*, 
pk. of wifdom, virtue, and learning,- The fuppofition of an 
univerfal deficiency in that knowledge which this College is 
calculated to extend, has never conftituted a fundamental 
principle of the Inftitution. Far from refting on fuch founda¬ 
tions, this inftitution could not have endured for aq hour, it * 
could not have commenced, without the adlive aid of learn¬ 
ing, talents, and virtues, furniihed from the bofonfof the Ser¬ 
vice. . 

., The origin' of this College, its prefent prosperity, and its 
beneficial effedts, are to be aferibed in a great degree to the 
affiftance which I have,derived from thofe refpediable charac¬ 
ters in the higher branches, and in various departments of the 
fervice, who by contributing their zealous exertions to pro. 
mote the fucceis of the inftitution, have endeavoured to ex¬ 
tend the benefit of their ufeful acquisitions and of their faluta. 
ry example, and to continue in the Public Service a fucceffion 
of meric Similar to that r which has distinguished their conduit, 
in their rcjfpedtive Stations. 

With theie Sentiments, during my abfence from the Pre¬ 
sidency, it was highly fatisfadlory to me,* that my authority 
in this College Should hate been reprefeqted by a Gentleman,

*J^i 3 p 6 rt which I received from Mr. Barlow, of the 
|»rfi|id^ pf the Inftitution, during the firft year of its opera¬ 
tic, Satisfied that many of the Students had been con- 
jjjpfffcabiy diftingmfhed, not only by proficiency in the Grien^ 
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Hi Languages and Literature, but by a laudable obferv^ne* 
6f the Statutes and Rules of th<? College, that the CftBotts, 
Frbfeffors and Teachers, had manifefted an uniform zeal and 
attention in the difeharge of their refpedlive duties; that tha 
Public Examinations luid been conduced with great know, 
ledge and ability, and had proved highly credttable to the 
general charaftejr of the Students; while rhe Deputation in 
the Perfian, Bengalee, and Hindooftanee Languages, had af- 
forded an extraordinary example of the progrtfs of the Stu¬ 
dents, who had maintained public arguments iif thofe Lan¬ 
guages on the 6ch of February 1802. 

The refult of the Examination holden in January lift, at 
the conelufion of the Fourth 'lerm of the year 1802, and the 
Public Difputations which have been maintained in my pre¬ 
fence, have afforded me the cordial fatisiatfion of witneffing 
the progreffive improvement of the Students in every branch 
of Oriental Language and Literature, in which le&ures hate 
been opened.

<* On the 6th of June, we had a fnart Ihower of rain j 
with every appearnce of the Monfoon's fetting in—bur, we 
were difappointed. From that time, until 8th inllant, we 
had not a drop of rain, and the. weather fultry.—However, 
on the evening of rhat day it began, and has continued with 
very little intermiffionever fines, to pour down upon us. 

This has caufed great rejoicings among the natives as a 
dearth began to be apprehended, and a dreary profpedl of the 
fowing feafon parting away;—.fo much fo, that grain began 
to rife very fail in its price; in particular, wheat and bar, 
ley.

Major Kirkpatrick, the Britiih Refident at Hy¬ 
drabad, aud all the principal Officers and Perfons of deftinc- 
tion at the Court of Hydrabad, proceeded to the Palace of 
His Highnefs Secunder Jah, where the Britiih Refident and 
his Attendants were received by His Highnefs with ever/ 
mark of attachment, honor and refpeft. 

«is Highnefs then proceeded, accompanied by the Refi¬ 
dent, to the public hall of audience, where His Highnefs 
condu&ed by Major Kirkpatrick, as the rep/efentativa oF 
the Britiih Government, and by Rajah Ragotim Row, as 
the deputy of the Rri>nce IVJinifter of the State, amended tho 
, Mufnud. 

The Refident having publicly acknowledged His Highnefs. 
Secunder Jah as Soobahdar of the Deckan, the Gentlemen of

It is with extreme concern we have to ftate the melancholy 
fate of the (hip Caledonia, Captain Thomas—The Caledonia 
left Balafore roads on the 18th of May bound to Bombay, 
with the following paflengers on board—Mrs. Thomas, Lieu, 
tenant Colonel James Paterfon.of the Bombay Military 
eftabUfhment, Mr. Rofe, Lieutenant Kennedy and thirty 
feven men of his Majefty’s 78th Regiment, four women and 
feveral children, on their palfage they fell in with an Ameri. 
can Ihip from Prince of Wales’s ifland bound to America-— 
On Friday the 29th ultimo they had ftruck foundings and 
were in about 45 fathoms running in_ for the land, blowing* 
exceedingly frefh and a heavy fea running, under clofe reefed 
topfails and a forefail, when about eleven o’Glock in the 
forenoon when Captain Thomas was aft on the poop looking 
. out for a double altitude of the fun, not having had an obfer. 

- ration (or fome days before, a fmoke was obferved coming 
up to the fore hatchway, and a cry of fire, buckets were inu, 
mediately filled with water and every precaution taken, but 
' on removing the fore hatch the flames and fmoke broke out 
fo rapidly as it fuppofed to have fuffocated fome of the pebple 
and the fiamei raged with fuch extreme violence as. to pre. 
elude the poffibility of flopping their progrefs—the (hip was

Bengal ajliifery at/funnah, Mrs. Frafer and one child, wife of 
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a private of the 78th, in all fifty three people embarkM ir> 
the long boat—in the pinnace, ten feacunnies and lafear* 
quitted the lhip, feven of whom were unfortunately 
loft on the rocks when landing—In the Jolly boat timers 
embarked from the lhip, the gunner and fourteen lafears, 
four of whom were dafhed to pieces on the furf on Malabar 
Point in attempting to land—'The total number of fouls 
On board were 175 out of which only 71 weie faved— 
We are forry to add that Lieutenadt Kennedy, of his 
Majesty's 78*11 Regiment; Mr. Thompfon, the Chut 
Officer ; Mr. Herring, the 2d officer Mr. Collins the 3d 
officer, Mr. Cranftou, the 4th officer; were left on board 
thefliip, and it is fuppofed mult have per fhed—The pre¬ 
servation of Lieutenant Colonel Paterfoti’s life was truly 
miraculous having jumped from the window of the quaiter 
gallery, at the time the long boat was dropping aftern—The 
fituation of Mrs, Frazer may be cafier conceived than 
deferibed, for although fhe cfcaped with her own life and 
one child, fhe was under the neceffity of leaving two. 
other' helpcfs infants to fall viftims to the flames—Im« 
mediately after the boats quitted the ftiip the mainmall 
went over the fide, and foon afterwards the ftiip blew up 
abaft, having about fourteen barrels of gunpowder oil 
board—in a few minutes after which (be difappeared. 

The fire is fuppofed to have originated from fome oil 
having leaked down upon the gunnies .in the hold and 
Caufing a fpontaneous ignition.

been inevitable, • and the whole muft have periihed; the wind 
fortunately proved moderate, and by the uncommon exertioh 
<of the people in the boat, with their oars, (he was kept to 
windward until day.light; when they bore up for Verfovah 
river* 

Government immediately difpatched the Wafp, Lieute. 
bant Sam. Snook, in queft of the wreck of the Caledonia; 
Which veil'd is i! nee're turned after an ineftcftual cruife.

Hii Excellency the Moft Noble the Governor General., 
has received a Difpatch from the Honorable Major General 
Wellefley, of which the following extract is publilhcd for 
general information. 

Camp, at Amednagut, Augttjl I*, l8©j« 

My Lord, 

The weather cleared up fo much on the 7th inftant, as tea 
allow me to march to this place on the 8th ; I had in the 
morning difpatched a meflVnger ro the Killedar of Amed* 
nagur to require him to furrender his Fort; and on my ar. 
rival in the neighbourhood of the Pettah, I offered Cowig 
to the inhabitants. This was refufed, as the Pettah was 
held by a body of Arabs, who were fupported by a battalion 
of Scindiah’s regular Infantry, and a body of Horfe encamped 
in an open fpace between the Pettah and the Fort. 

I immediately attacked the Pettah with the Picquets of 
the Infantry reinforced by the Flank Companies of the 78th 
Kegimenr* under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Harnefa 
in anorher place with the 74th Regiment, and firft of the 8th 
under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Wallace; and in a 
fnfrd, the flank companies of the 74th and the ill Battalion 
3d Regiment, under the command of Captain Vefey* 
The Pettah Wall was very lofty, and defended by Towers 
and had no rampart; fo that when the Troops had 
afeended to the attack, they had no ground on which they 
could ftanri! and the Arabs who occupied the 'lowers, defend¬ 
ed their poft with ufual obftinacy. At length they were oblig¬ 
ed ro quit the Wall and fled to the houfes, from which they 
continued a deftrutlive fire upon the Troops. Scindiah's re¬ 
gular infantry alfo attacked our Troops after they had enter¬ 
ed the Petiah. In a (hort time however, afeer a brifle ana 
galLnt conteft, we were completely mailers of it j but witfel 
the lofs of fonie brave officers and foldiers, as Your Excellent 
cy will perceive by the inclofed return. The Enemy's lofs 
was from the nature of conteft, neceffarily much greater 
than ours ; and on the night of the 8th, ail that part of’ 
Vceir force, which was not required for the defence of 
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Fort, went off to the Noth ward ; including all the Arabs 
who Survived the conteft in the Petrah; excepting a frnall 
number who attended one of their wounded Chiefs who could 
not be removed farther than the Fort.

On the 9th, I reconnoitred the ground in the neighbour, 
hood of the Fort and that evening Lieutenant Colonel WaJ. 
lace with five companies of the 74th Regiment, and the 2d 
Battalion 12th Regiment feized pofirion within four hundred 
yards of it, on which in the courfe of that night a battery 
was coft rutted for four guns, to take off the defences on the 
fide, on which I propofei to make the attack. 1 his opened 
at day light on the 10th, and it was fo advantageoufly 
placed and fired with fuch effett, as to induce th’ Kiiled.tr to 
defire that 1 Ihould ceafe firing in order that he might fend a 
perfon to treat for his furrender. In mv anfw r I told him, 
that 1 ihould not ceafe firing, till I Ihould have taken the 
Fort, or he ihould have fur rendered it but that I ihould liften 
to whatever he was defiious to communicate. 

Yefterday morning he fent out two Vaquf'els to propofe to 
iurrender the Fort, on condition th it he Ihould be allowed to 
depart with his Garrifon, and that he (hould have his private 
property. 

Although I confented to this propofal, it was five in the 
evening before the Hoftages arrived in Camp, without whole 
prefence 1 refufed to flop the fire from the Rritilh Batteries. 
According to his engagement however the Killedar inarched 
out of the Fort this morning, with a Garrifon confiding of 
400 men, and the Troops under my command took poffef. 
fion of it. 

In this manner has this Fort fallen into our hands ; our 
lots lmce the 8th has been trifling which I attribute mu h to 
the ipirit with which our attacks on that day were carried.' 
on. 

I havejp draw Your Excellency *s not fee towards the 
condutt Jro c Troops, particularly on that occafion, and 
towtt^Tplutenant Colonels Harnefs, Wallace, and Max.

liege. Your Excellency muft be well acquainted with the 
advantageous fituation of the Fort of Ahmednagur on -the 
frontier of his Highnefs the Nizam, coveting Poonah, and 
as an important point of fupport to all our future operationa 
to the Northward. It is confidered in this country as one 
of its ftrongell Forts ; and excepting Vellore in the Carnatic, 
is the iirongeft country Fort that I have feen. It is in 
excellent repair, excepting in the part expofed to the fire of 
the Britiih troops. 

I (hall hereafter have the honor of tranfmitting to Your 
Excellency an account of the Ordnance, Store*, and Grain 
which it contains. *

It to be made known to the head Men of the Villages in this 
neighbourhood, that it is not my intention to moieft either 
the Perfons or Properties of fuch of the Inhabitants as ihall 
claim my protection, I have the pleafure to fay, that the 
people who had deferted the Town of Coel on our approach 
yefterday, are returning fail to their houfes, and the town 
is nearly re-peopled j indeed they have every reafon to be 
fajisfied, as the inftant this pofition was gained, a battalion 
was polled in Coel to prevent plunder, by which means very 
little lofs was fuftained by the inhabitants. 

I learn from all quarters, that moll of the Enemy's 
Cavalry who oppofed us yellerday, have returned to their 
homes, 4 eclaring their inability to oppoie the Englilli. 

From every account I can receive, the number of Cavalry 
oppofed to us amounted to fifteen or twenty thoufand. 

The Country in our rear, is in a Hate of perfedl tranquil* 
tfty, nor has it been aolcfted by a Jingle horfeman. 
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I hare ient into the Fort a fummons in Englilh and French,’ 
tyhich will, I truft, have the defired effeft,

Mr. Addington read the following Meffage from His

« GEORGE REX, 


44 His Majefty thinks it proper to inform the Houfe of 
Commons, that the difcuflions winch in His Meffige of the 
13th of March, he had announced as exifting between His 
Majefty and the French Government, have been brought to 
a conclufion ; that the conduCt of the Government of hnnee 
has compelled His Majefty to recall His Ambaflador from 
Paris, and that the French Ambaftador has left London. His 
Majefty has ordered Copies of the Documents which are 
calculattd to convey to His Parliament complete information 
in this important criiis, to be laid before the Houfe of Com. 
roon& with the leaft practicable delay. 

“ It is matter of confolation tc His Majefty to -eAeCt, that 
he has neglected no effort to preferve to His SuojeCts the 
Bleffinmof Peace; ne\erthelefs, in the circumftan>.e!> which 
have^o&rred to difappoinc His expectation; His Majefty 
xe 1 ie*Jpfth confidence on the Zeal, and public Spirit of His 
F^^pful Commons, and on the exertions of his brave and 
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loyal Subje&s to aid him in the determination which he has 
taken to employ the Power and Refources of the Nation, iA 
oppoling the Spirit of Ambition and Ufurpation which at pre- 
fent direct the Counfels of France, in averting the dignity of

The Brafs Guns, Mor¬ 
tars, and Howitzers have been call in India, one Portugucfe 3-Pounder 
eXcepted. Some bear an infeription of being made at Muttra; others 
at Ugein b«t the whole are evidently from the defign and execution of 
an European Artift. The dimenhuns are in general, thole of the 
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French ; *he workmanfhip, is of as high a finilh as any in the Com. 
’s Arion.il. 

Thirteen of the 4-Fomxlers have iron Cylinders (or Bores) over 
which, it wonkl fceni, fhe AIct.il was run in caltiug the Piece; lor the 
adherence is lo cloio tUt ro 11 • t or c ha I’m appears* and nothing but 
the different colours 01 the two Metals difeover the junction. The 
Iron Cylinder (or Bcic) is compolcd of four longitudinal pieces of 
hammered Iron, remarkably dole, and neatly tn.ed throughout tin; 
Fore. 

The whole of the Pieces are furnifhed with well made elevating 
Screws; fome are of tlie laid! french improvement. Anri 10 tl«i 
Mortars and Howitzers the fa.ne kind of elevating Screws are, by a 
fmnplc and ingenious adjullniuit, nude to elevate the piece to any 
angle, ami give either of them the double capacity of mortar and 
Howitzer.

Agreeably to my communication to you 1 marched from Baroda on 
the 2 lit, and encamped within two CoL of Baroach on the 23d. it 
was iny intention uVhave attacked the Gcttah (on the uutfide of which 
I was informed thcy\bad brought thcif*whole force) on the morning of 
the 24th, ex peeling tovx^e found the Fury Schooner, with the two 
eighteen Pounders at anchtnv^bout a Cofs trom the Fort, agreeably to 
the intimation 1 had icceived; but early in the morning of the 24th, 
one ot my Coflids, who had been difpatched to Lieutenant Hewitfon, 
the Commander of the Veflel, to give him notice of my approach, 
brought me information from him tnat on account of the ihallownefs of 
the water, it would be utterly impracticable to get his Veflel to Baroach 
Until the lpirngs, and that lie was at anchor at Bargood, live Cols off. 

On this intelligence I marched to Bargood on the 24th and made an 
arrangement to bring the Eighteen Pounders and Stores up in boats, and 
1 am happy to acquaint you they arejuti arrived. 
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We found the~Enemy in front of the Pettah, as I expe&cd, to receive 
iis and .with great eafe forced them to a precipitate retre.it into the Fort. 

Our lofs in killed and wounded is not great, no European Officer is 
hurt. I lhould have the honor of lending a return of the Killed and 
Wounded, but have not had time yet to collect them from the troops 
being fo much employed. The lofs of the Enemy I have not after-, 
tained.

« great many Hand of Colours. A more lteep afeent to the Breach, Lnd 
of fuch length is feldom feeh, I cannot exprefs myfelf in lufiicient 
terms on the gallantry of the vfficers and men I -'nave the honor to 
command.

CALCUTTA GAZETTE EXTRAORDINARY. 

Fort William, October 22, 1803. 

The following Extract of a Difputch, received this Day, 
is publilhed by Command of His Excellency the JMoll Noble 
the Governor General in Council. 

To Captain ARMS PRONG, 

Aft mg Military Secretary to His Excellency The Moji 

Noble the Governor General. 

SIR, 

I had the honor of briefly dating to you yefterday, for the 
information of His Excellency the Mod Noble the Governor 
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General ; that the Fort of Barrabutty had been taken by 
Affault, by a part of the Troops under my Command, direct¬ 
ed fo perform this fervice under the orders of Lieutenant Colo¬ 
nel Clayton of thi 20th Bengal Regiment. 1 now have the 
honor to accuuint you, for His Excellency's inlor tuition, 
..with the further derails cf this Operation. 

On the Night of the 12th a Spot was fixed on for a 12 
Pounder Battery, diltant about 900 yards from the outer 
Gate of the Fort. This Battery was completed on the 
Night of the 13th, and the 1 2-Pounder Placed in it, together 
with two Howitzers and two 6 . Pounders, the whole of 
which opened their fire on the Morning of the i|th. By 
eie\ cn o'clock in the forenoon mod ol the defences on the 
South f j< e of the Port, .ipainlf which our fire was directed, 
were taken off, the Enemy's Guns lilencid, and every apjiear- 
ance promiftd fi.infi : upon which I directed Lieutenant 
Colonel Clayton to udvana with one 6 Pounder, and a party’s 
of Artillery Men, two hundred Europeans iron His Mujcftv 
22d, and ti.e Maiir.s European Regiment, ar.d four hundred 
Sepoys fro.1- the ?cuh Bengal, and the 9th and fprh Regiment 
of Madras NatLe Infantry. The party had to pafs over a 
narrow Bridge, and under a very h avy but ill directed fire 
of Mufuciry iiom the Fort, to which they were expefed for 
forty minutes, "1 hey at kngrh fueceeded in blowing open 
the Wicket, (the remaining part of the Gate having been 
fortified with thick mafifes of fione). li.nirg once acconu 
plifhed this, the party entered fingly, and although they met 
with coniiderabk: lefilfanee whtlfi entering the Lori, and 
palling two other Gates, the Britifli droops were foon com¬ 
pletely victorious. 

I cannot too highly praife the conduct of Lieutenant Colonel 
Clayton and that ol the Cfficers and Troops under his com¬ 
mand: the while p*:rty manifefted a degree of pci-fevering 
ftcadinefs and bravery that doe: them inlinBe honor. 

The Fort of Barrabutty is of confidcrable ftrength, and 
with the exception only of the Bridge o\er which our Party 
pafled, is inaccefliblc, as it is fittrounded by a ditch fiom 35 
to 135 feet broad, and 20 l'eet depth of water in it. 
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I am happv toacquainf you that our Infs has not been confix 
dcrable, hut I have, to icport w*th regret tbit Caprain Kenny 
c,f the 19th Regiment Ivl.jd r as Infantry, Captain Hurljlone of 
His Maj^fty’s 22d Regiment* and ] .".eu.cn.int Faithful of the 
Ferial Artillery, are wounded though not dangoroufly; their 
(oiiducl was highly rner.tcrioi.s as well as that of every 
oilier Officer on the ilornin;* hifiv.

Ravines with which the South and South-weft face of the 
Fbrt is futrounded, I determined to di(lodge the Enemy 
Ifom the town, and occupy the Ravines this morning, which 
will anfweras trenches, and afford complete cover for carry. 
i»g our woiks. 

With this view I ordered Brigadier General Clarke, who 
was encamped with his Brigade nj the rear of the town, to 
take pofleflionof it, at the fame time that three Battalions 
advanced to occupy the Ravines. 

*The Attacks have faceted, and the Town as well as the 
Ravines are now occupied by our Troops.

fclofe under the Fort, they were expofed to a very heavy 
lire.

Being deiuou? from motives of humanity to induce them 
to liften to my terms, a Meflenger eutxufted with a Letter 
from me was again fent this morning. They have refufed

that their only object yefterday was to gain time. v

Grain is to be coniigned, and the name of the Veflcl 04 k 
which it is to be (hipped. 
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All fuch applications muft alfo fpecify the name of one 
jefponfible Perfon, an Inhabitant or Calcutta, who may be 
willing toexe ute a Bond jointly with the Proprietor or 
Shipper of the Grain, engaging under a penalty of Ten Sicca 
Rupees per Bag, that the Grain {hall be delivered at fomc 
BririfhPort in India. 

Immediate attention will be* given to every application 
which may be made to the Secretary tej the Government in 
conformity to the terms of this Proclamation, and the Bonds 
will be prepared at his Office and executed without any ex. 
penfe to the parties. 

The Bonds fhall remain in full force until a Certificate 
lhall be produced from the proper public Officer of Govern, 
ment at the Port to which the Grain may be configned, that 
the Cargo has been landed at that port. 

The Collectors of Government Cuftoms at Calcutta and 
Chittagong, are ftri&ly enjoined not to permit any Grain to 
be* fliipped, nor to grant a Port Clearance to any Ship or 
Veflel loaded with Grain, until they fhall receive a Certifi¬ 
cate from the Secretary to the Government that the Bond 
required by this Proclamation has been duly executed.

I have the honor to report, for the information of Major Genera! 
Mcdowall, that I marened yefterday morning with the detachment 1 
Under m> command tor Ruwandlo I found the tnemy polted at all 
the pafies on the ruid and very itiong butenes erected lor the ruetcnce, 
from winch they were driven witu conliderable (laughtei, and I ain 
happy to lay with onlv the lofs ot one gun lalcar turn .1 wounded 01 our 
fide— On arriving at the Rowanellc river wt found the opponte bahle 
lined with batteries aim Itveral pieces of cannon, from vvh ch the enemy 
kept up a lu*avy hre ot round and grape ihot, and a comtant lire of 
Jhulquetry : not being fufficiently acquainted with the ltate. ol the river 
to attempt tordmg it immcdiatcl), t ie defichmeiit were liere obliged 
to halt a tew m nutes . when a turd was dilcovered, Captain Hankey 
and Lieutenant Mercer with the advance inftantly pulhed over and 
Captain Buchan with his detachment appearing at this moment on tho 
cneuy's right flank, they fled in allu rections.

Accounts received from Major Evans and Captain Blaclcall 
inform us, that the diftridls of Putlang and Chilaw are reftor* 
ed to perfcdl tranquillity. 

The Candians have alfo entirely evacuated the diftrift of 
Galle, and the inhabitants of the villages lately occupied by 
them have returned fo efFc&ually to their duty, that they 
have invited the renters to oome back among them and con* 
tinuc collecting their rents. 

The firft Adigaar has retreated from the dift idl of Ma- 
tura, which is nearly reduced to obedience, and the regular 
communication is again eftablifhed with Tangalle.—Ham* 
bangtotte, it is fuppofed has not been evacuted. 

No mails have arrived from Manar fince the z8th ultimo, 
but meafures have been taken to open the communication, 
and re-eftablifh the Tappal ftations. 

The confequences of the glorious defence of H'angwelle on 
the 6th of this month, have been ftill more important then 
*we had reafon to expedt. 

The King of Kanday was there in perfon, but retreated 
with precipitation asfoonas the firing begun. In his flight 
he was overtaken by Leuke Kaleh amy, DefTave uf the four 
Cprles, and the Maha—Mohotiar or Chief Secretatry of 
State, both of whofe heads, in the violenee of his indigna* 
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tion be ordered to be' immedlately, flruck off, and left their 
diad bodies unburied in a ravine near the Royberg. Nor did 
bis cruelty ftop here, for a number of carcafes which paired 
down the River by Hangwelle and fince to the Great pafs 
near this place, prove that the execution of his own fubje&s 
has been confiderable and indiferiminate.—The (laughter 
near Hangwelle are reprefented as being ftrewod with the 
(lain, and our coolies were employed in burying them during 
the two days fubfequent to the battle. 

On the ninth, in the morning, Captain Pollock marched 
forward, accompanied by Capt. Hankcy, Lieuts. Mercer 
and M’Veagh, of the Infantry, and Worfley, of the Royal 
Artillery, with a detachment of 80 Rank and File Europe¬ 
ans and •jo Rank and File Sepoys, with two fmall Cohorns 
and a party of Bengal Gun Lafcars, and having driven the 
enemy from the ftrong Poll of Kalloagille, where they were 
ftationed in confiderable force under the command of the new 
Deffave of the Four Cories (lately of Oova) parted the Roy¬ 
berg without oppofition and halted for the night at Aloet, 
Ambulant, about 6 Engiifti miles from Hangwelle. 

On the tenth, Capt Pollock proceded by the vefy ilrong 
port Pooa juttia (which the enemy had abandoned) to Avifa- 
vclla, and parting the river entered the Candian territory at 
Sitawaka.*—About three #miles beyond the lail mentioned 
place, he drove the Cardians from a ftrong battery at 
Apoola pitty, where he parted that night and the next day, 
to give time to Captain John Buchan of His Majefty's Cey¬ 
lon Native Infantry, who had parted with a Detachment 
from Negnmbo through the Aloetcoer, Hapittigam j and 
Hina Cories, to arrive at Mcnegodde on the oppofite Side of 
the Calany Gunga. 

Captain Buchan, had performed his march with conrtder. 
able difficulty from the roads (which he overcame frith great 
judgement and perfeverance,) bu* with little oppofition from 
the erMHoy on the rebels ; near Moogorampilly he had been 
at tacked, but rjpulfed the aflailants, killed three of them 
and took one prifoner, 

While he was on his march a party of thirty fix Malays 
(of thofe taken at Candy) came to him from the Army of 
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the feoond Adi who was proceeding from the feven Corle<to 
join the King at Rowaneliy. 

On the morning of ihe 12th, both Detachments marched 
fojward, and that of Captain Pollock, at a place called 
OrgenHa about five miles from Apooht P/tty, fell in with the 
remains of the Grand Army of the Candians which had 
been defeated at Hmgviclle, reinforced by that which the 
feyond Adigiir hid brought from the feven Cories. They 
^ce.ned determined to make an ohitinate refiftance, fo much 
that fix and twenty of their men, including two Moha- 
tiars, were flain in the Battery ; their whole Army then fled, 
and Captain Pollock, proceeded with little more oppoiition 
tu powajrdly, where he was joined by Captain Buchan. 

That village, ths mod commercial and populous in the 
kingdom of Candy, then fell into our hands together with 
magazines and Awes of Attillery, Ammunition and Provi. 
fiom, whkh the Kirg ot Cindy had been long preparing for 
his late unfortunate expedition, and a Palace which he had 
caufel to be ereflcd there in a veiv elegant and fjmptuou3 
ftj le nccordiug to the Cingah’fc Tafia.

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ab'wt Bokerdun, anl extended to their corps of In¬ 
fantry/ which were encamped iu the neighbourhood of AfTye, 
Although I came fird in front of their Right I determined 
to attack their left; as the defeat of their Corps of Jnl^,itry 
was moft likely to be effectual; accordingly I marched 
round to their Left Flank, covering the march of the co. 
lumn of Infantry by the Bntifh Civalry in the Rear and by 
the Marhattah and My fore Cavalry on the Right Flank. 

We paifed the River Kaiina at a ford b*yond thf-R iciny*s 
left Flank, and I formed the Infantry immediately in twq 
lines, with the Britifh Cavalry, a* a ref rve in a third, in 
an open fpace between that River and a Nullah running pa. 
rallel to it. The Marhatta and Myfore Cavalry occupied 
the ground beyond the Kaiina on our Left Flank, ani kept 
in check a large body of the Enemy's Cavalry, which had 
followed our march from the Right of their own pofition. 

The enemy had altered the pofition of their lnla.ury pre¬ 
vious to our attack ; it was no longer, as at finl, along the 
Xaitna ; but extended from the River, acrofs to the Village 
of AfTye upou the Nullah, which was upon oar Right. We 
attacked them immediately, and the Troops advanced under 



a very hot fire from Cannon, the execution of which was 
terrible. The Picquets, of the Infantry, and the 74th Re. 
fitment which were on the Right of the firft and lecond lines 
lufFered particularly, from the lire of the guns on the left of 
the Enemy's pofition near AfTye. The Enemy's Cavalry 
alfo made an attempt to charge the 74th Regiment, at the 
moment when they were mott expofed to this tire, b it they 
were cut up by the Britifh Cavalry, which moved on at that 
moment. At length thij Enemy's line gave way in all ^ii. 
re&iotis, and the Britifh Cav dry cut in among their brok\jn

I cannot write in too ftrong terms of the conduft of the 
Troops, they advanced in the bell 01 hr, and with the great, 
eft fteadmefs, under i moll dcftrudhve fire, againft a body 
of Infantry far fupcrior in numbeis, who appeared determin¬ 
ed to contend with them to the laft, and who were driven 
f om tl eir gun. only b>' the biyonet , and notwithftanding 
the numbers of the EnunyT Cavalry, and the repeated de- 
monftr«u<»ns they made of dn intention to charge, they were 
kepi, at a diftancu by our Infdntry. 

I am partuulaily indebted to Lieutenant-colonel Harnefs, 
an i Lieutenant.colonel Wallace, for the manner in which 
thev tondutted their Brigades ; and to all the Officers of the 
Staff tor the <nBft nice I rcceised fidm them.

The Inhabitants from Villages adjacent to the entrance of River 
flocked to our Veflcls, and put on board etch a native Pilot to conduit 
them up the River to this place ; exprefling their extreme abhorrence 
of the favage Mahrattahs, and congratulating each other on the happy 
day, that brings them under the Brmfh Government. 

Between fix and f-ven o’clock P. M. the Fleet got under weigh to 
proceed up tire River, but tiom the datknefs of the night, and very 
heavy tall of rain, with the native Pilots objecting to proeced, they 
were almoft obliged immediate!) to eomr to inch or agun. 

On the inorntng of the 2 tit, the \fflcls c uucupas fir as poffible, b 
finding they made but little pcogrefs. md heaimg dtfloteins report tliat 
a party of Mamattabs who had been di taUied from Balalorc, to Tup. 

E ort their ports at the Ghauts between tnis and jehiore, was retur nng 
y forced marches to the defence, or to plunder and deftroy the Town 
ft he latter tliemoft probable report}, I came to the determination, 
vyirh the roo't cordial concurrence of Captain Peter Grant, ot im¬ 
mediately quitting the Gun Vifltl and franfports, ami proceeding 
up the river as fir as poflible, with two hx-muuders, &c. and as many 
fighting men as the boat., would hold. Aitci two hours great exertion 
we arrived at a clear fpot of ground, the ebb tide having let m We 
were told by fo-mc of the inhabitants that it was only four miles by- 
laud to Bill Tore, but that it would take two or thiee more flood tides 
to carry us up to it I deemed it neeefliry to conlult with Captain P. 
Grtntun the practicability ot cart) mg the town, Ac. without our guns, 
and he bung full) of optuiou with me (on our leting the itatc ot the 
country leading to it) that no time fhould be lolt in making the at¬ 
tempt, rn cotUequertce of which we landed near 300 from the Boats 
rank and file, and direlied our match towards the Town over paddy 
fields inundated from one to three feet in water. 

On approaching the town the detachment halted to reft amt refrefh 
the men, when 1 made the beft difpofition ot my force that I was* 
able for the attack. About this period intelligence was brought tne, 
that the Mil tary Commander of the 1 i*my, by name Nana, had put 
the Fouzdar Moro Pumlit in confinement, breaufe he wilhed to come 
over to the Ln^hfh ; and fhat Nana with the tone under his command, 
was determthciyo difpute our getting pofleflion of the Town anil Fac¬ 
tory Ho oft*. 

The entrance into the Town, and until near the FaHory houfe, is 
one pout mood ftrong defi'e, which we foon found was lined with bqth 
r T»akr) ana Infantry, by tliur bring on our advanced party.

On jthe loth. Colonel Ferguion proceeded towards C ut*ack, at which 
place 4 part ot Detachment had armed on the 4d Octouer Dc ring 
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•tie whole of hit March Lieut. Colonel Fergnfon received every 
afflftance from the Inhabitants, who exprefled the utmoft fatiofadtioit 
at the profped of being relieved from the opprefilon* to Which tliiy 
were fubjeded by the Mahrattahs, and of being fpeedily placed under 
the protection of the Britifh Government. ^ 

On the 6th of September, a Detachment of Brittfh Troops tinder the 
Command of Lieut. Colonel P,Powell, eroded the Jumna and entered 
the Province of Bundelcund. 

On the 16th September, Lieut. Colonel Powell was joined by 
Rajah Hirrtmut Behadur, with hi* Forces near Teroa. 

The united Detachments reached the river Cane on the ajd of 
September The Troops of Shumfhere Behadur were encamped-on the 
opp dite bank ot the river in confider«ble ftrength. 

Having reduced ieveral Forts in the vicinity of his Camp, and 
hawing eftablifhed the Britilh authority in the Territory lying between 
the Jumna and the Cane, Colonel Powell, accompained by Himmut 
Behidur, crolled the latter river on the toth of Odober. 

The following fcxtrad of a letter from Colonel Powell, is Pubd 
Mhed by Command of His Excellency the Moft Noble the Govtrnofc 
General m Council. 


TO LIEUT. COLONEL J. GERARD, 

Adjutant G trier A, Bead Quarter** 

SIR, 

In my difpatch of ye Iter day, His Excellency the Commander iit 
Chief will have been informed of my having crofled the Cane River, 
and of the communication wh.ch immediately thereupon took place 
betwixt the Nawaub Shumlheie Behadur and myfelf. 

After the‘difpatch of my letter of yefierday, I received another 
intimation from Shumfhere’s Vakeel, informing me of his Matter** 
being fenced by the petfuafion of his Sirdars, to rifque an engage* 
tnent with the detachment under my Command. 

This morning I accordingly made the nfeceflary arrangementes foe 
meetin; him. At halt part ten o’Clock, the detachment, after c 
molt fatiguing march ot fix hours over a very, uneven Country, 
cime in h^ht of Shtimfhere’b Army, drawn out in line of Battle upon 
this ground, and their Camp all (truck. Shumfhere’s line covered a 
great extent, and as it was advantageoufly potted, and they appeared 
al/arcing, I ha 1 every expectation of a general Action. I advanced in 
Columns of Battalions, within 1*00 yards of the Enemy. I deployed 
into line with an intention of advancing in that form as far as thv 
ground would permit But juft as the line was fo lined, a Gun of Rajall 
H.mmut Behadur*s was fired, which was miftaken as a fignal fod 
opening our Guns, which immediately commenced a Cannonade. After 
five nunuteii firing the Guns were again limbered, in confrquence of 
heavy ploughed Fields, which rendered it impoflible to get them along 
by the Drag ropes When advanced 500 yardb mare, our Gurs rtw 
commenced firing. Thofe ot the Enemy had till now continued play ing 
upon our line with little or no efied, but foon after our Guns opened 
the fecund time, thofe of Shumfhere ccafed firing, whereupon our-Gent 
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were again timbered, and the whole lint advanced as faft as poflibti** 
upon, nvluch Shumlhere’s Army began to retire, I therefore ordered 
Captain Webber with the Squadron oi Cavalry and Galloper with 500 
©f Rajah Himmut Bahadur'a Horfe, to purfut the Enemy, which 
they dal for three miles, and got within reach ot faring upon them with 
the Galloper, which opened upon a body of 1500 Horfe witii great 
•fled, when they contihued to retreat at too great a fpecd for their 
purfuers to come up with them, whofe Horfe* from being is houra 
fiddled were completely jaded 

Our lols, ab far ah 1 have learnt, does not exceed eight or ten Natives 
killed and wounded* but amongit the calualties 1 am forrj to inform 
you that Captain Parly Smitn is included 1 ha wu killed by the 
fir ft connon lhot from the Enemy 

At two o’clock, P M I encamped on the fpot where Sliumfhere’a 
Camp flood, and it is my intention to purlue him to-morrow morning 
to the place w heie 1 underhand he is gone 

1 have further to delire )ou will report to His Excellency, that the 
behaviour of the whole ot the Detachment during this day, was fuch 
as to merit my entire approbation Ihc following are the articlea 
taken from the 1 uemv two fmall Guns, two I tumbrils, with Atnmuiua 
tion, fourteen Horfe, and ten Bullocks 

The Raja has had feventeen Men, and flxteen Horfes, Killed and 
Wounded The Infs ot ih* Enemy I have not yet ascertained.

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My Lord, 

I lfore the honor tb inform your Excellency, that I march* 
id from Agra upon the 27th ult. in pursuit of the Mahrat. 
tah Force, which was compofed of the Brigades, which had 
been detached from the Dekhan, in the early part of the 
Campaign, and of a few Bat alions which had effected their 
efcape from Delhi. I was the more anxious to defeat this 
Corps fiom its b?ing furniflicd with a numerous Artillery. 
Owing to the detention the Army met with fiom a heavy 
fall of Psin. it was not until the 29th that it reached Camp 
to the Welt ward of Futiipoot. From intelligence I xeceiied 
here of the rapid manner in which the Mahratta Army was 
toioving, 1 determined to leave the heavy Artillery, with 
a proper Detachment of Infantry for its protection, and 
to puifue the enemy by forced marches, in the hope ol be, 
ing able the more fpeedily to come up with him. On the 51ft 
the Army encamped at a fhort dlftance from the ground which 
the F.nemy had quitted the fame mor.iiitg, Pcffeffed ol this 
intelligence, 1 rcfolved to make an effort to overtake hiiu 
with all the Cavalry of the Army, in the intention of de¬ 
laying him by a light engagement, until the Infantry (hould 
be able to cOme up. To this end the Cavalry marchtd at 
twelve laft night, and having performed a diltance of more 
than forty miles in twenty-four hours, came up with the 
Enemy this morning foon after day break. From the fudden 
manner in which I came upon the Enemy, I ventured to 
make an attack with the Cavaliy alone, fupported by the 
mounted Artillery, but finding him too advantagcoufly 
polled to hope for complete fucccfs without too much 
xifk, I drew the Cavalry but wf reach of Cannon Shot, 
and waited the airival of the Infantry* Soon after their 
arrival, I made a general attack upon the Enemy's po- 
fition, the refult of which I have the fatisfa&ion of in, 
forming your Excellency has been a complete, though I 
fincerely lament to add, dear bought Vidlory. The enemy 
were totally defeated, with the lofs of all their Cannon, 
Tumbrils, and Baggage } but this important advantage hafs 
Only been gained by the lofs of many valuable officers, 
the principal of whom are Major General Ware, Colonel 
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Vandeleur, Major Griffiths, Major Campbell, the Deputy 
Quarter Matter General, and my Aide de Camp, Lieutenant 
Duval, who glorioufly fell in this honorable conteft. 

I have not been able to afcertaiq the exa& account of our 
lofs in killed and wounded, returns of which with a detailed 
account of this important affiir, I lhaJI have the honor of 
tranfmitting to your Excellency by the firft opportunity#

We are authorized to contradict the ttatement of the

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Afiatic Mirror Extraordinary of Thurfday, the loth Inftrnr, 
and in fome other Papers of lait week. The ftrength of the 
Detachment, which arrived at the IilanJ, in the veffels 
finder the command of Admiral Linois, is greatly exagge. 
rated in the account which has been publiihed in thofc Papers. 

Letters have been received in town, from th' Ifle of 
France, dated the 28th Auguft, which ftatr, that they had 
no accounts later than the 7th May, from France, and had 
no certainty cf Peace or War.— The Relle Poule had arrived 
a few days before from Pondicherry, and the day after¬ 
wards the reft of the fquadron, except the tranfport, which 
did not arrive until two days after the rel>, and in cop. 
Sequence of her fuppofed detention, the Phoenix from this 
place, was laid unde* 'Embargo—on the transport's arri¬ 
val (he was however releafed, and ‘hd houfe to whom fhe 
was condoned was perniitted to lard and difpofe of her 
cargo, under a promift to tender to Government, a true 
account of what part of it was Fnglifh property. 

The fleet returned to the Mauritius, from Pondicherry, in 
confluence of tljc arrival of a corvette from France, with* 
©’•dfrs that if Pondicherry fhould not be given up by the 
Lnglilh, they ftould proceed immediately there, and wait 
for further orders. 

The Atalant, French frigate, that has made her ap¬ 
pearance off Mufcat, was one of the (hips compoflng Admiral 
Linois' fquadron, and who left Pondicherry Roads in the 
night of the 14th July laft.

n I hAe the pleafure to inform you of the fafe arrival of 
the Phoenix, Captain Lange, on the 17th, and that all 
the paff’ngers arc well. Yellerday arrived in the Port the 
fquadron from Pondicherry, confiding of one fail of the lin*», 
three frigates, and one corvette. An Embargo was laid 
on the Phoenix immediately on her arrival. This was merely 
dene as a reprifal, for the detention by the Englifh fqna- 
dron off Pondicherry, of the French tranfport called the 
Cote Efe>r. Fortunately for the Phoenix, the very tranfport 
caufed the Embargo, arrived on the zxfl inftant, when 
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(he was infirmly released. No time was lott in difpoflng of 
the cargo to the beft advantage, for feap of future accidents.

Intelligence having been received that the Firft Adigaar 
of Candy had alfembled a very coniidcrable fo.ee at Batoog. 
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hedere, ]n the SaffVrgatn Corle, with the Intention of invad. 
ing the fintiih territories, Captain William Macpherfon of 
Ii. M. 12th Regiment, was detached from Colombo, with 
a party confifting ot 50 Europeans and 120 natives to dif. 
perfe his army. 

Captain W. Macpherfon left Cblombo on the morning of 
Thnrfdjy 6th C 5 dober, and after a fatiguing march through 
the Ray gam Coile, pa fled the Candiaa Frontier on the 9th. 
His mauh, <vas aftOrwaids oppofed by the Candiars polled 
behind two batteries, who were however driven back without 
any lofa on our fide, and he airivei oppofue tQ Batopghedcre 
on the Northern Bank of the Caloo Gunga on the 12th milant. 
The fulinefs and rapidity of the bream rendered it impolTible 
to pafs over, and one private of the 51b was unfortunately 
wounded, by a Ihot from the oppofue fliore. 

The Adigaar had, however, retieatcd with precipitation 
towards the province of Aova, and the aimy with him is 
tuppofed to have difperfed. 

Captain Macpherfon therefore turned his march to the 
Northward and procetded through the Candian teirjtories to 
Avifavelle, having executed (as far as cirtumbances would 
fellow) the object of his expedition* 

Captain Beaver having heard that Hambangtotte was at. 
tacked by the Cam! tan? in great numbers on (he 29th ult. 
matched with the Force under his command from Catoone in 
the Matura diihid, whcie he was bationed, to relieve that 
fdace. 

He arrived at Hlmbangtotte on the 6th inftrtft; but the 
Blockade h id already been raifed by a fpiiitcd and judicious 
fortie of Enfign Pcndergab, accompanied by Mr. W. Price 
Affiftant Surgeon of H. M. 12th Regiment, who was ac¬ 
cidentally upon the fpot. 

This fortie drove the Candians to a coftfidtrable dibance 
ftdm the place, and they have now evacuated the province of 
ihe Managampattoo. 

The numerous Batteries tonftruded by them were burped 
By Enfiep Pendcrgaft, and nothing but the fatigue of the 
ItfaUy Invalids, and the lapidity of the enemy’s flight, m 
avrtjty dire£\ion, prevented a confiderable {laughter. 
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th: terror of rhe Cancans an this ocrafion was augmented 
by a heavy fire kept up bv the Ardi?d Brig Minerva, ‘Cap¬ 
tain John M. N'Col, which had been moored clofe in ft.ort 
for the purpofe of annoying the enemy,

In my Difpatch of yefterday's date, I did my myfelf the 
honor to ftatc for your Lordlhip’* infor nation, fume parti, 
fiulars of the march of the Aimy, from Agra* to the Camp 
it now occupies, together with the- general refult of the 
a&ion which took place vefterday. I now have the honor to 
fend your Excellency a more detailed account of that alFair, 

After a forced march of twenty-five milds, which was 
performed by the Cavalry in a little more than fi\ hours, I 
came up with the Enemy, who appeared to be upon their 
retreat, and in fuCh confufion, that I was ttmpted to try the 
Ifftft of a a attack upon him with the Cavalry alone. By 
Cutting the embankment of a larg-* refervoir of water, the 
Enemy had rendered the road very difficult to pafs, which 
caufed*a confiderahlfc dday in the advance of the Cavalry; 
of this the Enemy had availed bimfelf to take an advantage, 
ous having bis Right upon a Rivulet, which we had to 
crofs^ *fed his left upon the village of Safwaree; the whole 
was amply provided with Artillery. I was 
from difeovering this change in the fituation of this 
memy by the qufhtity of duft which, when once clear of 
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the water, totally obfcured him from our fight, I therefore 
proceeded in the execution of my defign, by which I hoped 
to prevent hi* retreat into the Hills and fetue his Guns 
duelling the advanced Guard, and nrft Bug-tde, commanded 
by Colonel Vandelcur, upon the pqint where I hid ohferveJ 
the Enemy m motion, bur whicn proved to be the left of his 
new portion j the rein under of the Cavalry, I ordered to 
attack in fuccc'Jio 1, as fuon as tb*y could form after paffing 
the Rivulet. 

The charge of the advanced G<tar<l under Major Griffith, 
and that of the firft Bngade led by Colonel Vandcleur, 
was made wirh much gal Ian try , the Enemy's line was forced, 
and the Cavalry penetrated into the Village , they fhil how¬ 
ever continued to be expofed to a moft galling fire of Can.

them an hour to decide j in the mean time the fcvcral coluatfi* 
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for the attack were formed. The Infantry formed in two 
Columns upon the left; the fifft, composed of the right 
wjng, under the command of Major Gene al Ware, w*»s de* 
llined to gain the enemy's right flank, which he had thrown 
hack lincc the morning, le«i\ ing a conflderable fpace between 
it and the rivulc *, it d to aflfdult the village of Ssfwarec. 
i he fecoud com[ ofe * of the It ft wing under Major General 
St, John, was to fuppmt the frft column. The 3d Brigade 
of CavaTry under Colonel Macan was to fupport the In¬ 
fantry. 1 he 2d Brigade under Lieutenant Colonel Vandckur 
was det. ched to the right, to be reidy to take advantage 
of any contufion in the * emy's line, and to attack h*m 
Upon his reti at, the Brigade under Colonel Gordon com- 
pofed the Refcrvc, and was formed between the $d and ad 
Brigades. As many of the Field Pieces as could be brought 
Irt, with *b< G >llopers attached to tjie Casalry, formed four 
different potteries. 

At the expiration of the time which I had allowed the 
Enemy to decide, I ordered the Infantry to advance, asfoon 
as they became expofed to the Enemy's Guns, the four Bat¬ 
teries commented their fire, and continued to advance, 
though orpofed by a great fuperiority, both in number and 
freight of Metal, 

When the 76th Regiment wh ; ch headed the attack had 
arrived at the point from which I intended to mifee the 
Charge, thev were fo much expofed to the Enem) » s fire, and 
lofing meri fo fafi, that I judged it preferable to proceed to 
the attack with that Regiment, and as many of the Native 
Infantry as had clofed to the front, to lofing time m waning 
until the remainder of the Column fhould he able to form* 
the march of which had been retarded by impediment* in the 
pdvance. 

As foon as this handful of heroes were arrived within 
,reach of the Enemy's Canifter (hot, a moft tremendous fire was 
opened upon them. The lofs they ftiftained was very fevt re 
and fuffidtnr alone to prevent a regular advance: a* this 
Bpemy's Cavalry attempted to ch rge, but were 
tcfmKty th* fire pf this gallant body , they however rallied 
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at a fhort diftance, and affumed fo menacing a pofture, that, 
I thought it advifable to order them to be attacked By the 
Cavalry, this. fer\ ice fell to the (hare of His Majefty'a 29th 
Regiment, commanded by Captain Wade, (Major Griffith 
having at that mftant been unfortunately killed by a Cannon 
(hot,) and was performed with the greateft gallantry, and in 
a manner which entitles Captain Wade, and every Officer and 
Soldier in the Regiment, to my warmeft acknowledgements. 
The remainder of the firft column of Infantry arrived juft in 
time to join in the attack of the Enemy's referve, which wat 
formed in the rear of his line, with its left upon the Village of 
Safwaree, and its right thrown back. 

About this time Major General Ware fell dead, his head 
being earned off bv a cannon (hot. He was a gallant Officer, 
and one whofe lofs I deeply lament. On his death the com* 
mand of this column devolved upon Colonel McPonald, who, 
though wounded, tor,tinned to acquit himfelfin this impor¬ 
tant command very much to my fatisfa&ion. 

The eperov oppofed a vigorous refiftance to the laft, and ic 
was not until he had loft his Guns that he abandoned his poft. 
Even then his left wing did not fly, but attempted to retreat 
in good oujcr: in this, however, they were frjftrated by his 
Majefty's 17th regiment, and the 6rh regiment of native ca¬ 
valry, under the command of Lieutenant Colonel Vandeleur 
who bioke in upon the column, cut feveral to pieces, and 
drove the reft in prifoners, with the who'c of ihe baggage. 

Severe as the lofs has been, which we have fuftamed in the 
achievement of this complete victory, that of the enemy hat 
been fr.r greater. With the exception of upwards of zooo, 
who ha\e been taken prifoners, (of which number I have 
only detained the principal officers,amounting to forty.eight), 
1 have reaftm to believe that very few elcaped the general 
(laughter. 

It would be a violation of my feelings were I to rlofe mf 
diipatch without bearing teftimony to the gjjiant conduit 
of Major McLeod and Captain Robertson offer M*jeftr*g 
76th regiment, and of every officer and foldicr of that la. 
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eftimable corps, in the attack of the village of Safwaree. 
Major Gregory too, at the head of the id battalion nth re¬ 
giment of native Infantry, in the fame fejrvice difplayecl a 
conduct highly meritorious. 

In the lif| of thofe office) s who particularly diftinguifhed 
t^emfelves, I cannot omit the names of Lieutenant Wallace of 
his Majeljy’s $7th regiment, who was enrru^ed with the 
cpmmand of a battery of Gallopers, nor that of Lieutenant 
Pixon of the 6th regiment native Cavalry, who was employ, 
ed in the fame fervipe. 

The whole of mv {staff upon this, as upon every former 
occafion, are entitled to a large (hare of praife, and to my 
warmeft gratitude. Ihe zeal which they difplaved upon this 
memonble day, is too plainly prov >d bv the enclofea returns 
of the frilled arid Wounded. I have fuftain'ed a great lofs by 
the death of Major William Campbell, the Deputy Quartet 
Mailer General, and by that of my Aide-de-Camp Lieutenant 
Duval, ot His Majelty’s 19th Light Diagoons, who was a 
young man of great promife.
